for, despite the character of the paper, he has 
it in his power to build up or break down its 
business by his energy or skill, or by his want 
of both. In the course of a year 
he meete thousands of people face 
to face; bandles hundreds of thousands 
of ; has to do with myriads 
of detafis, all exacting knowledee of journal. 
ism and knowledge of the world, good sense 
and good temper, deliberation, yet activity, 
nerve, vigilance and force of character. He 
must be as able to manage an editorial force 
as the managing editor with whom his dutics 
are so close and intimate. He must under- 
stand perfectly the workings of a composition 
room and a press room; for to him the fore- 
man and pressman, with their corps of fol- 
lowers, are responsible for the ready discharge 
of their werk and the correctness of their ac- 
counts, in which, if the Financial Manager be 
not alive to his office, there is abundant lati- 
tude for the grossest frauds. 

The niceties of business that come before 
him are sometimes peculiar. The demands 
that are made upon him are often intolerably 
unjust. He has so many persons to deal 
with that he cannot falter in his business or 
waste time in words; but he is obliged to be 
courteous frequently under great aggravation. 
Railroad men are proverbially eurt iu their 
speech and abrupt in their manner. It is 
their calling. The Business Mangger of a 
newspaper is required to be just as alert, 
and the demands made upon him are 
just as exacting. Buthe cannot afford to be 
uncivil or abrupt; for a great par of his suc- 
cess hinges upon his personal Intercourse with 
those who seek him out as the final arbiter of 
accounts, applications, complaints and so on. 

The advertising department is a world in it- 
self. The outer world has no conception of 
ite very peculiar nature and of the skill, care, 
and sagacity it exacts. When properly han- 
dled by a man of first-rate ability, it beeomes 
a source not only of immense revenue to the 
paper but of incalculable advantage to the 
community. 

The financier of a newspaper must certainly 
be a close business man, but he is obliged to 
take a broad, comprehensive view of expenses 
and see great sums go from him without the 
hope of immediate return. Here is where his 
knowledge as an editor especially comes in; 
for without editorial sympathies aad training 
he cannot possibly understand the sums la d 
out by the managing editor on reports, téle- 
graphic dispatches, writers and newsmen. Nor 
eould these two important offélals work to.

The Editorial Rooms are in the third story.

All of them open 
upon a zigzag vestibule, having many curions 
angles, and conuccted with the floors below 
and the Composing Room above by stair- 
ways. No. 1, at the head of the outer en- 
trance, is oecupied by Messrs. Baylor, Under- 
wood, and Barnard; No. 2, by Mr. Maynard;

2.000 an hour. Hoe’s lightning jobber, next 
in size, throws off 4,000.an hour. Wells’ non- | 
pareil jobber, large size, has aecapacity of 1,500 | 
an hour. A large size Gordon jobber likewise | 
throws off 1,500 an hour. A Gordon jobber, | 
second size, gets off 1,800 an hour. Then 
there are two third-size Gordon jobbers, for 
card, letter-head, and bill-head printing, the 
capacity of each of which is 2,500 an hour. 
All the presses are placed on zinc-covered 
platforms, and especial care is taken to keep 
them as bright and cleanly as the nature of 
things will admit.
